It was in

than the one just found. 
These 
skeletons

semblance to each other. 
They are 
of adults and their height would be 
about three feet. 
The coffin found in 
the first Instance was peculiarly con­ 
structed, the boards being bound to­ 
gether by thongs.

tional rights, but really against popu­ 
lar rights. 


New York Bakeshop Case. 


"T h e second case is the so called 
Ne >\v York bakeshop case. 
In New 
York city, as in most large cities, the 
baking business is likely to be carried 
on under hygienic conditions, condi­ 
tions w hich tell on the welfare of the 
workers, and 
therefore 
against 
the 
welfare of the* general public. 
The 
New York legislature passed and the 
New 
York 
governor 
signed 
a 
bill 
remedying those improper conditions. 
New York state was the only body 
that could deal with them; the nation 
had no power whatever in the matter. 
“ The governor and the legislature 
alone had the affirmative power to 
remedy the abuse. 
But the supreme 
court of the United States possessed 
and unfortunately exercised the nega­ 
tive pow er of not jtermitting the abuse 
to be remedied. 
B y a 5 to 4 vote 
they declared the action in the state 
of New York unconstitutional because, 
forsooth, that men were deprived of 
their ‘liberty to work under unhealthy 
conditions.’ 
They 
w* re, 
of 
course, 
themselves powerless io make the re­ 
motest attempt to provide a remedy 
for the wrong which undoubtedly ex­ 
isted, and their refusal to permit ac­ 
tion by the state did not confer any 
pow'er upon the nation to act. 
“ In effect, it reduced to impotence 
the only body which did have power, 
so that in this cace the decision, al­ 
though nom inally against state rights, 
was 
really against 
popular 
rights, 
against the democratic 
principle of 
government by the people under the 
forms of law. 


Would Be Cause for Alarm. 


“ If such decisions as these two in­ 
dicated 
the 
court’s permanent atti­ 
tude, there would be real and grave 
cause to give alarm for such decisions, 
if consistently followed up, would up­ 
set our whole system of popular gov­ 
ernment. 
I am, however, convinced, 
both from the inconsistency of these 
decisions with the tenor of other de­ 
cisions, 
and, 
furthermore, from the 
very fact that they are in such fla­ 
grant and direct contradiction to the 
spirit and needs of the 
times, that 
sooner or later they w ill be explicitly 
or im plicitly reversed. 
"I mention them m erely to Illustrate 
the need of having a truly national 
system of government under which 
the people can deal effectively with all 
problems, meeting those that affect 
the people as a whole by affirmative 
federal action than those that affect 
merely the people of one locality by 
affirmative state action. 
“I am a most earnest and convinced 
believer in exercising the power of the 
nation where that power alone can be 
really effective, yet I am no less a 
convinced believer in seeing that the 
power of the states be made effective 
where it affords the best means of 
affirming popular rights. 
Above all, 
there should be no neutral ground 
where, owing to a conflicting series of 
decisions, it shall appear that neither 
the state nor the nation has power, 
and where, in consquence, able and 
unscrupulous individuals are left free 
to riot at will, without the possibility 
of checking or controlling them in the 
Interest of public welfare.”

FREAK TREASURY NOTES. 


The Face of the Bill. Not the Back, In ­ 
dicates Its Value. 
Despite the careful scrutiny given 
every hill that leaves Hie bureau of 
engraving and printing, a number of 
•freak" notes find their way into cir­ 
culation from time to time. 
Such a 
one was a note that once came to the 
subtreasury at New York, 
it had the 
imprint of a twenty dollar note on one 
side and of a ten on the other. 
But. in­ 
asmuch as the face showed tile figures 
JO. $20 was tile legal value of the bill- 
In most cases the “ freak” bills that 
have escaped the vigilance of the bu­ 
reau's officers are national banknotes, 
which, like the regular treasury notes, 
are printed there. 
As intimated al­ 
ready. the face value is alw ays recog­ 
nized when the “ freaks” come to be 
cashed at any branch of the treasury. 
The imprint on the back bas no law ful 
status whatsoever. 
The notes are printed in 
sheets. 
Usually there w ill be one twenty and 
two tens on u sheet. 
They are print­ 
ed one side at a time, so it can readily 
be seen that the printer in turning 
over the sheet might get it upside 
down and thus put a ten dollar back 
on the twenty dollar note or a twenty 
on th** back or one of the tens. 
When errors are discovered I be mis­ 
printed sheet is laid aside to be de­ 
stroyed. 
It cannot tie torn up at once. 
for every sheet has to be accounted 
for ,\ft* t some formalities it is ground 
into pulp. 
Almost all th * "freak” bills that have 
been issued in tile past have found 
their way back to the treasury, there 
to lie hist toyed. 
It is thought that 
very few *>t them are now scattered 
about, and these are for the most part 
in the hands of curio hunters.—lia r 
per’s Weekly.

Three Persons Killed and Sev­ 


eral Others Injured. 


Jam estown. N. 
IT, Aug.

Caste distinction In India is a thing 
difficult for a foreigner to comprehend, 
j All the racial or religious distinctions 
which separate European nations from 
• each other and divide them 
within 
themselves do not equal tile numlier of 
classes Into which the Hindus are di­ 
vided by what is known as "caste.” 
The 200.000.000 Hindus are made up 
of diverse racial elements and speak 
| about 
nineteen 
developed 
languages 
and over loo dialects. 
They are again 
I divided into over fi.OOO castes, most of 
them with snbeastes. 
One of these 
castes, the Brahmans, is split tip into 
more than S(K) subcastes, of which none 
will intermarry and few will eat to- 
I get her. 
The term "caste” included so many 
things that it is difficult to define it. 
I Then* are, however, two properties es­ 
sential to a true caste first, then* is no 
| entry except by birth: st*cond. mar­ 
riage nuts,* * tin* caste is absolutely 
forbidden. 
To preserve the purity and 
maintain the exclusiveness of the so­ 
ciety many minnie rules of conduct. 
many restrictions on food and many 
ceremonial observances ar** imposed on 
th** memlHTs and enforced by penalties 
which cannot lie evaded, against which 
there is no appeal tin*! which in ex­ 
treme cases follow the offender beyond 
the grave. 
But that is not all. 
The relations of 
castes to each other are as much a 
matter of religions observance as the 
Hiles for their internal regulation. The 
Brahmans are the highest admittedly 
and ut * ubtedly superior to all the 
rest. 
After them come those who are 
acknow i aged to la* twice born. 
The 
less honored follow in a graduated de­ 
scent until the untouchable and un­ 
speakable are reached at the lowest 
depth. 
It may be urged that the separation 
between the Brahman and, let us say. 
the Kurmi market gardener is no wider 
than thar between the peer of the 
United Kingdom and the coal miner. 
There is this essential difference—that 
it 
is impossible 
for an 
indian 
to 
change his caste. 
The coal miner may 
I*** elected to parliament, may become 
a cabinet minister and if he can make 
money enough may marry Ins son to a 
(bike's daughter. 
The Kurmi must remain a Kurmi. 
All the wealth of Croesus will not en­ 
able him to make an alliance with a 
Brahman family or to touch a Brah­ 
man’s hand. 
The members of a caste 
may and in some cases do raise them­ 
selves in the sight of other castes by 
adopting 
more elaborate ceremonies 
and more scrupulous observances. 
A tialf civilized Goml. for example, 
may find himself brought into contact 
with Hindus as the plow encroaches 
on the forest. 
He tries to raise ins po­ 
sition and add to his self respect by 
adopting the exclusiveness of Ids Hin­ 
du 
neighbors. 
Ile will even outdo 
them if he can. and it th** Hindu is 
scrupulous about Ins food the convert 
will wash the very wood with w hic ti 
Ids dinner is cooked. 
,\.. endeavors of this kind, however, 
will avail to lessen by ti hair’s breadth

'These are the methods ut 
bringing pressure on Hie man 
The 
strictest boycott which Irishmen have 
invented is mild compared to tile tiual 
sentence of a caste puuchayat. 
A system like this is a stern fact 
which has lo be faced. 
There is not a 
police case or a civil case or a trial at 
the sessions, there is hardly an ap­ 
pointment to an office in 
india of 
whatever degree, iu which the matter 
of caste has not to be considered, 
it 
forces itself into every assessment of 
land revenue, into every adjudication 
of rent. 
It affects the administration 
of justice, the proceedings of munici­ 
pal and district councils. 
The influence and 
power of the 
Brahman and the idea Fiat 
he is 
above the law and is not to be pun­ 
ished as other people are still alive, 
although a century of British Justice 
has done something toward eradicat­ 
ing them. On Hie other hand, the sug­ 
gestion that a man of a lower caste 
might rise to an equality or nearer to 
an equality with members ut a caste 
above him is unthinkable. 
Where the ! 
low caste men are. there they must 
remain. 
If they behave themselves | 
it will be made up to them in a future 
existence.—London Spectator.

On the way to the town an advance 
j guard of the invaders nuder a pre:’.'

The death of 
Ids son only nerved Old Brown, as he 
j was then called, for the fight. 
Leav­ 
ing twelve men In a cabin to guard 
! the town, in* took with him fifteen 
and went forth to meet 400. 
Captain 
Cline, also with fifteen men. went with 
him. 
Cline's men wen* mounted anil 
retired early in the fight for lack of 
I ammunition 
But Brown did not re­ 
tire. 
II** was not of a retiring nature, 
not when a fight was on. 
Ile only 
told ids men to get behind trees, wait 
until the enemy was near enough to 
furnish a good target and not to shoot 
over their heads. 
Evidently they obeyed orders, for 
; only one of their own number was 
killed outright and another mortally 
injured, while thirty-one of tho Missou­ 
rians lilt the dust and forty or more 
were wounded. 
The sixteen in their 
fight against the 400 laid rendered a 
good account and come off virtual 
victors. 
For one tiling, they had fired 
the heart of flu* north and had made file 
timid take courage.

was intensely interested in the m ove­ 
ment for a free Kansas and was active 
in sending colonists to the territory. 
Among the earliest who went were 
Ins own sons. 
Tile old mar, himself 
soon followed with a rifle in one hand 
and a Bible in the other. 
Ile was a 
most religious man and was especially 
fond of the Old Testament and loved 
the story of Gideon. 
John Brown was like an Old Testa­ 
ment character himself, a sort of K an­ 
ins Gideon. 
Ills religion was not of 
flu* meek and lowly order, however. 
It was a fighting faith. 
From the 
time lie hanged tile five proslavery 
men at Pottawatomie—that was be­ 
fore Osawatomie— to the sad end at 
Harpers Ferry he never once faltered 
in Ids militant attitude. 
And in that 
last act of the dram a lie stirred tile 
entire north as before be had stirred 
Kansas. 
There are ninny sayings of John 
Brown worthy to live 
H ere is one. 
probably uttered in relation to tin* 
deatfi of Ids boy: 
“Do not allow any one to say I acted 
from revenge. 
I claim no man has a 
right to revenge himself 
W hat I do 
I do for flit* cause of human liberty ” 


Only Ready to F ight. 
When General Lane feared Brown's 
impetuosity aud asked him to come to 
a council of war the old warrior re­ 
plied: 
“Tell tilt* general that when he wants 
me to fight to say so, but that is the 
only order I will obey.”

few hours.

The battle of Osawatomie was fought 
between less than forty men under the 
command of Brown and 400 Missou­ 
rians, who marched across the border.

great purpose. It heartened the friends 
of freedom in Kansas to win the state, 
and it stood as a prophecy to the na­ 
tion of what was ahead. 
Brown In the end was forced to re­ 
treat. but the very fact that he had 
checked a body outnumbering bis own 
more than twenty to one and had 
wreaked such havoc upon it compelled 
universal attention to him and his 
cause. 
Perhaps it is not too much to 
say that Osawatomie saved Kansas. 
John Brown was born In Connecticut 
in 1800. 
lie came from Revolutionary 
stock on both sides of the house, a 
fact of which he spoke with pride. His 
father was noted as a man who always 
stuttered except when he prayed. The 
Browns went to Ohio when the future 
abolitionist was a small boy, and bo 
was reared in the wilderness. 
All his

tender heart aud Ills generosity.

dren and animals he loved, anil he 
grieved for months over the loss of a 
pet squirrel. 
Ile swore opposition to j
